Russian Resistance Broken. - 
The fall of Lutsk and the collapse of 
the Russian resistance on the Stripa in 
Galicia only accentuatés the character of 
the Russian situation. Thset situation is 
generally. and openly regarded as the 
darkest since the war began. The ease 
with which the Austro-Germans took 
Lutsk forebodes, in the minds of millitary 
critica, a quick successive capitulation of 
Dubdno and Rovne, two fortresses built 
in support of Lutsk, the first situated 
thirty miles to the southeast and the sec- 
ond thirty miles east. In a word, there 
is no indjeation that the Russians have 
been able to gather sufficient. ammuni- 
tion to make anything more than 3 
temporary stand at any point on the 800 
mile eastern front. 

Teutons Keep Up Advance, 
Furthermore, as is pointed out hereand 
in the dispatches from etrograd, the im- 
petuosity with which the Germans have 
hammered forward since the fall of th* 
Kovno-Brest Litovsk line does not indi- 
cate that they ate about to rest on their 
past victories. On the other hand, it would 
seem to mean that the plans of the Ger- 
man general staff in the Russian cam- 
paign are little more than under way and 
that ho halt will be called until the Rus- 
sians are driven back to the Dwinsk- 
Minsk-Pinsk line at least, 
The German advance on Lutsk was one 
of the.speediest of the war, which leads 
to the conclusion that the Russians prob- 
ably dismounted the guns and retired.

Chapel royal in St. James’ palace, where 
the daughter of the American ambas- 
sador, Walter H. Page, was married the 
other day to Charles G. Loring of Boston, 
is not the only chapel royal in London. 
There is also the royal chapel of the 
Savoy, which has a history of which but 
little is known, and yet which is most m- 
teresting. Its history is identified with 
that of the Savoy e in London dat- 
ing from 1222—that is to say, nearly 700 
years back. 

The Savoy estate 19 tts name from 
Coumt Peter of Savoy, who had come to 
England in the train of his niece, Eleanor 
of Provence, consort of King Henry III., 
and became a great favorite of that 
monarch, so much so that the English 
ruler bestowed upon his “ beleved uncle 
from Savoy” all that iand outside the 
walle of the city of London in the street 
called the Strand in return for a rental of 
three barbed arrows perannum. 

Count Peter built himself a palace with 
a chapel attached and called the struc- 
ture, after native land, the palace and 
the chepel of Savoy, At his death it 
passed to his niece, Queen Dleanor, and 
from her “to her most dear son,” d- 
mund, Earl of Lancaster.
